Paris, July 34.—Most’of us. in re­ 
calling Paris after our Departure, 
do not recall the Arc, Eiffel Tower! 
the Turneries and other wonders 
as sharply as we do the fahtastic 
splotchings of high cofhedy and 
stark tragedy that are expressed in 
street types. Nowhere are thdy so 
vivid. Nowhere so varied. 
Oh every boulevard corner is the 
smiling lady of the news kiosks, cir­ 
cular 
little 
dens 
plastered with 
gaudy ads. Usually 
middle-aged 
these women make their stands a 
friendly oasis for the stranger. Buy 
from one two mornings in succes­ 
sion and she suggests that you pay 
at the end of the week or month. 
She has an uncanny way of spot­ 
ting you a block away in the weav­ 
ing throng and as you are ap­ 
proaching 
waves 
your paper as 
though all day long she had been 
waiting 
only 
for tnis sale. And 
even more pleasant are those berry­

They are of the shops and work­ 
rooms, needle and errand girls, eve., 
and get their names from blossom­ 
ing on the boulevards at midday, 
when they

francs ($16) a month yet they wear 
their sometimes threadbare but al­ 
ways stylishly cut frocks with an 
astonishing dash.
